TEN ALFALFA RULES 


By Dr. Bead, Michifievr\ Agricultural 
College. 


(By Dr. Peal, Michigan Ag. Col.) 
I. Select land that is deeply drained. 
Swam py lands or soils in which the 
hard pan comes very close to flu* sur- 
face, will not m ake a proper place for 
alfalfa. 
2 Prepare the land as for a crop of 
wheat. 
3. If the soil is not alkaline, apply 
air slacked lime. 
4. Sow about four pounds of good 
clean seed to the acre, at the time of 
corn planting, or else early in August, 
if the soil is moist then. 
5. W ith alfalfa seed, sow’ orchard 
grass or tall oat grass; about a peck 
each to the acre. 
Kxcellent results 
may also be obtained bv adding two 
pounds of tim othy seed. 
6. U nder no circum stances should a 
so-called nurse crop be sown. 
7. It nodules are not produced on 
the roots inoculate with soil contain­ 
ing them. 
8. Clip young growth from one to 
three times. 
9. Cut when a few plants of alfalfa 
are first in bloom. 
Leave a m oderate growth in the fall 
tis a mulch. 


Hardy Ornamental Shrubs 


One of the most satisfactory of large 
ehrubs for planting in home grounds 
Is the grand old ‘‘snowball.”

Corn and Hogs.—Corn and bogs are 
naturally associated in tim m inds of 
I farm ers living in the corn belt. W hile 
it is true that many farm ers feed too 
much corn to their hogs, it is also true 
that corn is the m ost profitable food 
that can be fed it it. can be obtained 
tit a low price. In the figuring of the 
price for corn when fed to hogs many 
take for a basis the price of the corn 
tit the local railroad 
station. 
But 
corn on the farm m ust be valued less 
than when hauled to m arket, and, in 
some cases at least, is so far from 
market th at 
the 
grower would not 
think of hauling it thither. Also, much 
of tho corn used for hog food would 
not grade ii placed on the m arket. 


Barley 
for 
Horses.-—Horses when 
worked cannot be supported upon bar­ 
ley quite so well as upon oats, but 
with anim als at a medium am ount of 
work, it, is w orth slightly less per 
pound than oats. 
It is more satisfac­ 
tory to feed barley whole as it forms 
a pasty substance, as does ground 
wheat.
